NEW YORK (UP) —Five tele­ 
phoned bomb threats Tuesday night 
and early today sent police to a 
hotel, three movie theaters an d .a 
can company in three boroughs, 
in their search for the "mad bomb­ 
er” who has plagued New York 
since 1940. 
All were false alarms. 
The bomb scares were believed 
by police to have been the work 
of cranks who got their inspiration 
from the Christmas Eve escapade 
of the bomber when he left a lethal 
calling card in the Public Library 
at 42nd Street and 5th Avenue. 
A home-made pipe bomb was ac­ 
cidentally discovered attached to 
the underside of a phone shelf by 
a page who stooped to pick up a 
dropped coin.

Five-Fatality 
Wreck Boosts 
Total in State

The deaths of five persons in a 
single collision 
boosted Illinois’ 
Christmas holiday traffic toll to 
a new all-time record. 
At least 55 persons were killed 
on Illinois highways 
during the 
four-day Christmas weekend, a toll 
second only to California among 
the states. 
The count also shattered the pre­ 
vious record of 46 holiday deaths 
established during the three-day 
Christmas weekend last year. 
The five-fatality wreck, one of 
the nation’s worst, occurred Christ­ 
mas day on U. S. 66 just south of 
Springfield. Two of the critically 
injured were not expected to live. 
Dead were Cleo Evans, 45. Gary, 
Ind., his wife, Georgia, 38, and 
two of their children, Jennifer, 2, 
and Ernest, 8, and Mrs. Matilda 
Remington, Glenarm, IU. 
Police said a car driven by Mrs. 
Evans and carrying eight passen­ 
gers, apparently skidded on a patch 
of icy pavement and rammed into 
a car driven by Eugene Reming­ 
ton, 58. 
Remington and five other Evans 
children, Doris, 15, Cleo Jr., 12, 
Leo, IO, Catsena, 13, and Kenneth, 
IO months, were injured critically. 
One of the dead youngsters was 
not extricated from the wreckage 
until a tow truck puUed the cars 
apart. He still was clutching a toy 
pistol he received for Christmas 
when his body was removed from 
the debris. 
Of the Illinois holiday 
traffic 
deaths, 21 occurred in Cook county 
and 33 downstate. Multiple fatality 
crashes accounted for 21 deaths.

On many diagrams, maps and 
pictures an ’X’ marks the spot 
where something happened. Any 
(me naturally assumes that such 
a 
spot oncd definitely 
located 
would not immediately go wan 
dering. The spot being consider­ 
ed, however, is a migrant one and 
Is an exception. It came to Sou­ 
thern Illinois in 1950 to mark the 
center of population for the Unit­ 
ed States. 
In a way it tells where the peo­ 
ple of the nation live. If an east- 
west line extending from coast to 
. 
. 
. 
coast war* drawn 
through this f pear agreed that it is now »»». 
center, there would be 


point 20 miles east of Columbus. 
Evidently Uking that state it loit­ 
ered across it for 60 years before 
appearing in the Richland county, 
Illinois, cornfield. 
With only one recorded excep­ 
tion. this center appears to have 
chosen 
rural and often 
isolated 
spots for its appearance. 
This 
one exception occurred in 1910 
when it settled down in the city 
of Bloomington, Indiana, choosing 
a coal yard in which to locate. 
Hie present—that is, today’*— 
actual center of population la not 
known. 
Those who have studied 
its movements over the year* ap­ 


ts many 
people living north as south of it. 
Likewise, 
if 
a north-south 
line i * guess as to just how far it has 
were 
extended to the 
nation’s 


dering somewhere west from the 
latest marker, but none hazarded 


borders, it would make an equal 
division 
of the 
easjern-westem 
population. 
A glance at a map 
shows that this would allow many 
persons to become southerners or 
westerners, colonels or cowboys. 
This center is calculated after 
each decennial census. 
It was 
first located after the census of 
1790 at a point 23 miles east of 
Baltimore. 
From this first loca­ 
tion it began an erratic rate of 
westward 
movement, 
following 
closely 
along 
the 
thirty-ninth 
parallel. 
It was farthest north 
when first established and farth­ 
est south in 1940. 
The extent of 
itr north-south wandering has been 
small, only about 22.5 miles. 
Marker Near Olney 
In 1950, after 160 years of west­ 
ward 
progress, 
this 
migrating 
point reached a place in a corn­ 
field beside Illinois Highway 130 
about eight miles north of Olney 
in Richland county. 
An appro­ 
priate 
and substantial 
marker 
that 
attracts the attention 
of 
passersby was erected to indicate 
its chosen place and a driveout \<m 
c a n was arranged. Many travel- 
len, seeing the marker as they 
pats along the highway, draw off 
the pavement 
and pause for a 
while to read the inscribed leg­ 
ends and to feel that they are real 
Iv in the very heart £f our nation 
Hug westward progress of the 
center has not been at any regu­ 
lar rate. 
It was greatest in the 
peridd from 1870 to 1880, when a 
record distance of 57.4 miles was 
made. 
The 
least mileage 
was 
made in the decade from 1910 to 
1920, when it was only 9.8, an av 
erage annual progress of less than 
one mile a year. In the 160 years 
since it began its westward me­ 
anderings, its average annual ad­ 
vance 
ha* been slightly 
more 
than four miles. 
Since 
the national 
census on 
which its location is based is tak 
en only at 10-year intervals, the 
center is marked accordingly. In 
1800, IO years after it was found 
to be 23 miles east of Baltimore. 
It appeared 18 miles west qf that 
town. 
Another 
IO years 
and it 
was 40 miles west of Washington 
D. C. 
By 1840 it had reached a 
burg, then in Virginia, 
but now 
in West Virginia. 
lr Indiana IS Tears 
In 1870 it was 48 miles east by 
north from Cincinnati and evi­ 
dently sprat a part of the next 
decade w a n d e r i n g 
unnoted 
through that city to appear eight 
rn Bes west by south from there in 
1886. In 1890 it made its first ap­ 
pearance in Indiana, choosing a

It truly 
may be said to be like the Irish­ 
man’s flea—-“When you put your 
finger on it, it isn’t there.” 
May Remain in Illinois 
Students of population trends 
predict that the center will con­ 
tinue a slow progress westward in 
Illinois. 
Many 
think it will 
be 
many decades before it leaves th* 
state, 
if 
it 
ever does. 
If it 
should decide permanently to lo­ 
cate in Illinois, why not move the 
national 
capita) here 
where it 
would be equally accessible to the 
most people? 
We’ll vote for the 
move. 
There are 
many other 
"cen­ 
ters” in the United States, most of 
which are like that of the center 
of population in that they a rt al­ 
ways moving about, for they have 
a habit of doing so. There is one 
center, however, that very deft 
nitely stays on location. That one 
is th* geographical center of the 
continental United States. 
It 
is 
located about three miles north­ 
west of the small town of Leba* 
mr in Smith county near the mid 
point of the northern border of 
Kansas. 
It is 
about 
50 miles 
north of an east-west line through 
the population center, lf the pro­ 
ductive farmlands and other nat­ 
ural resources of the nation were 
evenly

Since 1949, the Uuniversity has 
been able to add three large build­ 
ings,, including a library, in which 
classes can be taught. During this 
period, 
however, 
enrollment at 
Southern has jumped from 3166 to 
6300. 
“Despite new construction, the 
space situation is actually tighter 
than ever,” says University Pres­ 
ident D. W. Morris. 
Rickety old homes which arc us­ 
ed for classrooms, 
laboratories, 
and offices around the periphery of 
the campus add up to 72,000 square 
feet of floor space. This is equival­ 
ent to a single structure the size 
of Southern’s sprawling new agri­ 
culture building which is now under 
construction. 
If the University were to replace 
with a single building the rotting 
World War II barracks buildings it 
ndw uses, the building would have 
to be as large as three-story Old 
Main which has more than 56,000 
square feet of space. 
Temporary structures on con­ 
crete foundations can be used for 
some time to come, but replacing 
them would require a building the 
size of Southern’s gymnasium.

As if things weren’t bad enough 


are necessary, but also we shall 
need funds for student and faculty 
housing , as well 
as architects’ 
fees." 
The University’s budget > request 
for 1957-59 includes $29,150,000 for 
new buildings; $2,963,000 for com­ 
pletion of other buildings; $1,500, 
OOO for site acquisition; $1,143,000 
for renovation of old buildings; 
$283,000 for improvements on the 
Vocational-Technical Institute cam­ 
pus, and $968,000 for architect*’ 
fees.
